Conference to Repeal the VJalt er-McCarran Law and 
Defend Its Victims which was held on December 12 and 
1953j sit vjalsh’s Hall, 1012 North Noble Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

This report reflects in part as follows: 

On December 12, 1953 at approximately 
10 : 15 A «. i-i. , instant meeting was called to order by 
PEARL HART who acted as Chairman. There were approxi- , 
mately 350 persons in attendance representing 28 
organizations. HART introduced JOSEPHINE YANEZ of 
Los Angeles as the first speaker. 



Miss YANEZ welcomed people representing 
15 States and proceeded to introduce iCATHERINE HYNDMN 
of Gary, Indiana,

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HYNDI#-U spoke on the repeal of the Walter-McCarran 
Lax>r and stated that she was directing' a raovement in her 
district to inform the people as to how this Law was taking 
away the- rights of the American people. HYUDIaAN continually 
stated '’You may be the next on the list to be arrested and- 
deported” as her key sentence. 

The next speaker was STANLY HOMAK of Detroit, 
Michigan, vtho is a former State Senator from Michigan and 
under denatujralization proceedings, ITOWAK in his speech . 
literally attacked the Walter-HcCarran Act as taking ax>ray 
the rights of all Americans who come under the deportation 
law, ilOWAK mentioned Senator MG CARTYf and the '’-dirty work” 
that he is doing in taking away the rights of the working 
people, NOWAK pointed out that the time would come when 
the American people would stand up and demand their rights, 

EVELYN AB3LS0N of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, was 
the next speaker and she spoke along these same lines ad- 
vocating the repeal of the VJalter-McCarran Law. 

ABE PEIITGLASS, Midwest Director of the PUr and. 
Leather Workers Union was the next speaker. He viciously 
attacked the McCarran Act arid pledged himself and his 
organization to do something to get it repealed. PEINGLASS 
also pledged himself to support the ACPPB in its movement 
to repeal this Lat<r, 



WILLLAM SENTNLR of St, Louis was the next speaker. 
He pledged himself to support captioned organization in 
its efforts to reioeal the Walter-McCarran Law and also to 
support the Lehinan-Cellar Bill which is coming up in Congress 
SEJJTNWR stated that the BilL of Rights belongs to all, not 
to just a few, 

, ABNER green of New York pointed out- that the 
Justice Department under Attorney General BROWELL has 
taken ax-jay the rights of all Americans under the Walter- 
McCarran Law, • ' 
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He uent on to say tiiat slioiald anyone in the 'future receive 
a lottor to ap.aoar before any investigative body, he sho-uM 
first go to the nearest Conmiittee for the Protection of the 
Foreign Born td receive advice as tb l^hat' tO do-'^or'-say, 
GIE’ 5 : pointed- out that the Justice Pepartnient- is plannin'g- 
to declare the AOPFB as a subversive organization. . 



At approximately 2:00 P, M. instant raeeting was 
adjourned for lunch and the delegates were split up into 
various panels. Instant informant was on the panel, on 
Deportation of Mexican Americans and a great many opinions 
were expressed concerning the exploitation of these' Mexican 
Americans., Some of those in attendance at the panel called 
it "Slave Labor" and proceeded to point out that after the 
Americans .had no more use for these Mexican laborers, they 
had them arrested and deported. As were hundreds of thou- 
sands of these Mexican Araericans, the^r are arrested by the 
Immigration Service and are shipped across the border with- 
out any hearings. They are left' stranded in Mexico x^rith- 
out any money or means of transportation to their homes, 

Tt was pointed out that these Mexicans are encouraged 
to come to the United States on the promises of high ^^rages 
and good working conditions without the proper passports 
or papers of entry to the United States, A number of people, 
after coming to the United States, had married and had children 
before they were located, but never the less, they were 
up rooted when found and deported without consideration given 
to their families or homes. It was felt that the press 
did not give these Mexicans enough support and as a result, 
the American people are not in sympathy with these Mexicans, 

This Panel vjent on record to "condemn the brutal 
and Illegal masses rounded up without warrants, and the 
deportation, without hearings, of these Mexican workers" . 

The Panel called this action "inhixman" and' will attempt to 
point out their condemnation of the "terrorization" and 
"intimidation" of the Mexican Americans , 
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The panel also decided that they x^ould call for 
a change :>.n the Iinmigra tion and Nationality Act whereby 
the status of a Hexican American could be adjusted for 
permanent residence and promises for citizenship after a two 
year residence in the United States. The panel also con- 
demned the discriminatory attitude fostered by the Iimnigration 
and Naturalization Service and the press and called for a 
national pviblication exposing the false attitudes concern-. • 
ing the Mexican imigrants and showing the great contribu- 
tions made to the development of the United States by these 
people, '
